GET THE PHOTOGRAPHS 

In these times of economic depression 
it is refreshing to hear the message 
brought from the Great Bear Lake area, 
Mining men of the highest standing have 
no hesitation in declaring that even with 
the small amount of development work 
which has been possible in the past year 
this area, the development of which means 
so much to Edmonton and to Alberta, will 
prove one of the four major mineral fields 
of the world. Some of them go even fur- 
ther and state that it will surpass any 
other known mineral area on the face of 
the elobe, 

At the present time the problem of 
transportation is holding up development. 
It is possible with present facilities to get 
the heavy machinery necessary to prove 
up this highly mineralized belt down the 
Mackenzie river and for part of the way 
down the Great Bear river, but the Bear 
river rapids are proving a stumbling block. 
Some action is necessary to either build 
a fifteen mile tractor road past the rapids 
or to blast a way through them that will 
allow barges to get past that point. Either 
the tractor route or the blasting of a way 
through the rapids will make it possible 
for the mining men who have pinned their 
faith to this area to prove that a profitable 
pay traffic by way of north and south 
lines ean be built up for Canada’s east and 
west railways. 

But before anything else can be done 
rial photography of the area is necess- 
i This photography will enable engi- 
neers to say whether the tractor route or 
the rapids route is the most feasible. 
Royal Canadian Air Force planes are now 
operating in the district. In one day's fly- 
ing it would be possible for them to take 
the necessary photographs, bul their sea- 
on's work in the north is closing down 
and no instructions have been issued to 
those in charge of the planes tc carry on 
this work. If the photographs are taken 
this season it will enable those whose in- 
terest lies in the Great Bear Lake region 
to make their decision, and it will enable 
the government to make an early start 
next season on providing the necessary 
facilities to prove up this area, 

This is Northern Alberta’s opportun- 
ity. With the development of the Great 
Bear Lake mineral belt the problems of 
marketing the produce of the Peace River 
country will be on a fair way to solution. 
It will be no difficult task to extend the 
present railway lines in the Peace area to 
Great Slave Lake if the Great Bear Lake 
area proves to be the rich mineral field 
reports indicate it to be and, following 
that, the major transportation problem, 
that of building a road into the Great Bear 
Lake area, will solve itself, as by that 
time the tonnage to make such a road a 
paying feeder for the great transportation 

ystems will be available and in demand. 

Meantime the development will take care 
of the bulk of Peace River products, 

The opportunities opening before Al- 
berta and Edmonton are great, Competent 
authorities declare that the Northern On- 
tario fields pale into inelgeitioanee beside 
the possibilities of the Great Bear Lake 
area, and that even as Toronto and On- 
tario benefitted by the development of 
Northern Ontario, Edmonton and Alberta 
will benefit by the Great Bear Lake de- 
velopment. 

If that is so, steps should be taken by 
the provincial government, chamber of 
commerce, the city council and’other pub- 
lie bodies to see to it that the necessary 
instructions are forwarded from Ottawa 
to have the aerial photographs made with- 
out further delay. It would appear to be 
a fit time for those in authority to make 
representations to the federal government 
to have this work done 


CANADIAN MINES LOSING OUT 


Production of coal in Canada during a 
recent month fell 27.7 per cent below the 
five year average for the month, Imports 
of coal into Canada fell off 18.6 per cent 
from the five year average. While both 
production and importation showed heavy 
declines, the drop in production was 50 
per cent greater than the drop in import- 
ation, 

A year ago Canada installed a Govern- 
ment pledged above all things to secure 
the home market to Canadian industries 
There are few industries in Canada which 


affect the welfare of so many people as 
that of mining and delivering coal. The

Nobody with sense will dispute that 
the problem of making Canada self-de 
pendent in the matter of fuel is a large- 
sized problem of many angles. And the 
government is entitled to all that it has 
done toward finding a solution. But ap- 
parently this has not yet been found. That 
the forty-cents-per-ton duty on United 
States anthracite will provide a_ partial 
solution is to be hoped, but not too confi- 
dently expected. 


ANOTHER REMINDER 


The Russian society for the abolition 
of God proposes that the wearing of 
wedding rings shall be forbidden in 
Russia, As feal marriage has been already 
abolished there, and replaced by a system 
of casual association that is terminable 
at pleasure, the sight of the ring which 
symbolizes something more than a mating 
after the manner of animals is perhaps 
irksome to the abolitionists. 

Banning the wedding ring will not 
banish God, even from Russia. But the 
announcement of the proposal in the 
official Soviet organ Isvestia should re- 
mind the rest of the world what kind of a 
“civilization” it is that is being built up 
in Russia, and that is to be imposed upon 
other peoples if the Red army and the 
“five year plan” of industrialization can 
make the Soviet powerful enough to ac- 
complish its aim of a world revolution. 

The people of other countries need not 
worry because the Reds are fighting God 
and all that savours of religion. The 
Deity will take care of Himself and His 
purposes. What Russia's neighbors ought 
to be thinking about is how they are 
going to protect themselves should the 
Red masters succeed in welding Russia 
into one gigantic machine for war on the 
economic and geographic fronts.
